If it ever makes up its mind to 
run after strange gods, it will choose a 
high priest of more imposing dimensions 
than the blustering and impracticable 
Governorof South Carolina.—Balto.Sun. 


The Hicaragna Canal. 


BOSTON, April 7.-The Trmdkr, of 


this city, which has been an earnest ad- 
vocate of the building of the Nicaragua 
Canal, recently sent out letters to the 
Governors of the various States and the 
most prominent members of Congress, 
asking their opinions as to the value of 
the canal to this country, and whether 
or not tbe government should construct 
and control the waterway. Answers 
have been received from thirty-one Gov- 
vernors and forty members of Congress. 


The Governors of the Southern States 


without exception either favor the gov- 
ernment building and owning the canal 
outright, or at least extending aid to 
whatever corporation builds it.

Washington, of Tennessee; Kilgore, Bell 
and Abbott, of Texas, declare them- 
selves heartily in favor of its construc- 
tion, but say they would not vote for 
any measure which would pledge the 
United States to guarantee the bonds of 
any private corporation. 


Senators Stockbridge and McMillan, 


of Michigan; Perkins, of California: 
Dolphand Mitchell, of Oregan; Morgan, 
of Alabama; Frye, of Maine, and Con- 
gressman Henderson, of Iowa; Burrows, 
of Michigan; Storer, of Ohio; Van Voor- 
his, of New York; Doolittle, of Wash- 
ington, and a number of others in both 
political parties say they are in favor of 
and will vote for such a bill as tlat pre- 
pared by Senator Morgan.

Like a Solid Lump of Gold. 


G. A. Guinand, of the Nadeau Hotel, 


was fishing at Santa Monica recently, 
says a Los Angelas correspondent of the 
SanFranoisco Exuminer, when he caught 
what at first sight appeared to be a solid 
lump of gold. When the prize waa safe- 
ly landed it proved to be a specimen of 
the Japanese fish known as the papraka, 
and by experts here it is said to be the 
first of its kind ever caught on this coast. 


The fish is a beautiful creature, being 


exactly the color of burnished gold, and 
of graceful contour. It is about nine 
inches in length, five inches in width and 
about one and a half inches thick. The 
head is short and the mouth small, but 
full of rows of sharp frontal teeth. The 
dorsal fin is of short length, but is sharp- 
ly serrated, and continues along the back, 
ending in a larger fin, which, in connec- 
tion with a corresponding one under- 
neath the body and the tail, gives the 
specimen the appearance of a three-tailed 
fish. 


A remarkable feature of this beautiful 


fish is that it is furnished with two dis- 
tinct sets of gills. The eyes are prom- 
inent and bright yellow in color. 


UOW DENOTATION MAY BE EFFECTKD 


AT LITTLE COST. 


It was on one of those first bright days 


m early spring time that I opened the 
nindows and drawback the curtainB, 
admitting what seemed to be a brand 
new sunshine. It flooded the room in 
which I stood, and with its vivid light 
intensified defects in the furnishings to 
that extent that in one short moment I 
was almost driven to despair. 


I sat down in an old fashioned hair- 


cloth rocker, my thoughts taking posses- 
sion of me in the following fashion: 
"There is all the parlor I have. There 
is not an article of furniture in it—even 
to the paper on the walls or the carpet 
on the floor, which should not be replaced 
by its counterpart in new. But that is 
impossible to hope for. I am so poor 
that I cannot buy even an ingrain carpet, 
and if I could, how would all this shabby 
furniture look on top of it ?" 


Something must be done. I should 


not allow myself-strong as was the in- 
clination—to sink into that discouraged 
apathetic state of mind so often brought 
about by the lack of means with which 
to supply wants, and which is invariably 
fabil to the ambition of a woman as 
housekeeper. 


I therefore devoted myself to a serious 


consideration of ways without means for 
the entire renovation of this room at 
least. And should success crown my 
efforts here, I determined to go through 
the entire house and "fight it out on that 
line if it took all summer." 


The expression, "without means," 


should be used with some allowance. 
There was a twenty-five cent matting 
bought for the floor, and a faded piano 
cover ^colored a dark green. The addi- 
tional expense one can see was exceed- 
ingly small. 


In the first place my attention was 


given to the curtains. They had been 
taken down, dusted, brushed, sponged 
and rehung for five consecutive years.

Both 
their characters had been wrecked long 
before the case went to the jury. Much 
was said by the lawyers on either side as 
to the lelative amount of injury and suf- 
fering inflicted upon the plaintiff and de- 
fendant.

Perhaps, therefore, the chief and best 


public lesson of this deplorable ease is 
that the American statesman of these 
times, however brilliant his intellectual 
endowment and however great his gifts 
as a political leader may be, must respect 
himself, the honor of his house, the 
sanctity of his family obligations, the 
good name of his S'ate and country and 
the ordinances by which the honor and 
purity of our socia life are guarded, or 
he cannot hope to seep his place in the 
front rank of the men of his time. This 
case has been flippantly treated by too 
many Northern newspapers, as if the 
one salient point in it was that Colonel 
Breckinridge was a Southern gentle- 
man. 
No smaller view of a social ca- 


lamity that is not only national, but 
world-wide in its moral teaching, could 
be possibly taken. The Xorth and the 
South have at least a common interest 
in upholding the standards of rectitude 
and virtue among their public men. The 
Beecher scandal was not a Northern, 
nor is the Breckinridge scandal a South- 
am matter. All such disgraceful ex- 
posures of men of the widest national 
reputation, prestige and influence are 
national misfortunes. And it is of the 
first national importance that a common 
American sentiment should support the 
demand that must be everywhere made 
that American leaders shall be worthy 
of their position as such."

Oar Washington Letter. 


WASHINGTON, April ]3,1894. 


Editor of Compiler: Senator Harris 


very cleverly outwitted the Republican 
Senators this week and put an end, for 
the present at least, to Republican filli- 
bustering to delay the tariff debate. He 
made a bluff of intending to offer a reso- 
lution providing for 
meeting at 11 


o'clock and sitting until 6 each day. 
This frightened the Republicans and 
they made the proposition that for a 
week the Senate tak'e up the tariff bill 
at 1 o'clock and continue its debate 
without roll calls or other interruptions 
until 5 o'clock. This was exactly doub- 
ling the time that had previously been 
devoted to the tariff bill and being more 
than the Democrats expected to get 
without a struggle was promptly accept- 
ed. Senator Hairis is perfectly willing 
that this agieement should continue in 
force for ten days or two weeks longer. 
Then lie will begin to put on the screws 
in earnest, to bring the debate to an 
end, beginning by adding an hour a day 
to the sittings and continuing until they 
are continuous, compelling the Republi- 
cans to keep a speaker on the floor at 
all times. 


Senator Morgan is the only Senator 


who has publicly noticed the extraordi- 
nary address lately published as emanate 
ing from a Minnesota Democratic asso- 
ciation, referring to twelve Senators as 
"masked Democrats" and opponents to 
the tariff bill. He made a personal ex- 
planation on the floor of the Senate in 
which he characterized that address as 
being like the French method of trying 
a man in bis absence and without serv- 
ing notice upon him.

The famous and long continued case 


against Congressman Breckinridge for breach 
of promise to marry Miss Madeline Pollard 
is finally ended. 


At 4 45 o'clock Saturday afternoon the 


J alJ^ by >ls foreman, Chaa. K. Cole, annonnc- 
ed a verdict for the plaintiff in the ram of 
(15,000. 


It will be remembercJ that Hiss Pollard 


claimed that the defendant promised to 
marry her, and that promise was made in 
the presence of a third party, as well as to 
herself when DO one else was present. 
The 


defendant did not controvert the proposition 
that if a proposal of marriage was ever made 
by him to her that the proposal was not 
agreed to by her, or, if ever snch a promise 
was mado, that it was not broken by hie 
snbgfqueEt marripge, Bnt he denied that 
be ever made such a promise to her except 
before a third party, and then only for the 
purpose of creating an erroneous impression 
on snch third person. The jnry was nearly 
unanimous in its conclusion npon the merits 
of the case, only one juror leaning toward 
the defendant. Ninety minutes were con- 
sumed in coming to an agreement npon the 
amount of damages to be awarded, and fif- 
teen ballots were taken in this time, each 
ballot bringing the jnrors nearer an amount 
to which all wonld agree. Sensations had 
fairly crowded into the -last day of the trial. 


After the verdict was rendered Col. Breck- 


inridge said to an Associate Press reporter : 


"I don't intend to let the litigation end 


here. Immediately after the verdict was 
rendered I gave notice that I wonld move 
for a new trial. If the motion is denied, as 
I apprehend it will be, I will prosecute an 
appeal and exhanat every legal remedy af- 
forded me by hw. I confess the verdict was 
unexpected. I appreciated the power of the 
press in the creation of a pnblic demand for 
a verdict against me, which nnconscionsly 
the jury felt and were influenced by. I also 
appreciate certain peijnred testimony which 
had been skillfully fabricated and which we 
were not prepared to meet and could not 
expose in the time allowed by the trial. I, 
perhaps rommitted a mistake in believing 
that I conld secure a verdict ou the testi- 
mony as produced before the jnry and in my 
constant refusal to answer the ceaseless fllan- 
.lers printed by the literary bureau which 
has formed part of the conspiracy to destroy 
me and which hai used the plaintiff as its 
principal tool. For eight months, therefore, 
the conntry heard bnt one side of the case, 
and the people bad constantly read the lies 
concerning me. This bad created a senti- 
ment that demanded that verdict There 
are other causes that doubtless contributed 
to the result. The plaintiff and I will each 
live onr respective lives. The pnblic will 
become more familiar with the facts and the 
flnal judgment I will not fear to meet."

While the manufacturers 


have become millionaires, the farmer's 
profits have been reduced to a bare ex- 
istence. McKiuleyism and its kindred 
processors have been exclusively enact- 
ed in the interests of the manufacturing 
class, while the agricultural classes have 
been steadily robbed in their interests. 
Protection hae ruined their business, and 
at the same time its advocates pretend to 
have bettered their condition. How 
long will this system of robbery and de- 
ception continue ? The Wilson bill is a 
correction of this wrong as far as possi- 
ble at present.

Congress : 


"The manufacture of cigars in the United 


States has increased from 4 087,839,983 in 
1890 to 4,814,202,117 in 1893; these figure-! 
representing the number of domestic cigars 
on which tax was cillected at the rate of 
$3 per thonsand, or something over $14,000,- 
000 taxes paid toward the support of the 
government on this one item. An increp<*e 
of the rate of internal revenne tax to f5 per 
thousand would be an addition of 66j per 
cent, to this rate, or over 19,000,000 000 in- 
crease or in round numbers 5 000,000,000 
cigars. An increase ot $2 per thonsand oq 
these cigars means just $10,000,000 increase 
in theamonnt of revenne to be collected 
therefore—and against this we protest, be- 
lieving that the fixed prices to consumers 
cannot be changed for so light a tax us one- 
sixth ol a cent on each cigar, and that there- 
'"ore this burden or loss must be borne by 
the cigarmaker." 


From reports pent to the government by 


10,956 cignr-making establishments it is 
found that 98,150 persons are employed. 
The salaries amount to $44,767,989; the 
cost of materials, $50,293 960; the value of 
the prodnct, $129,693,275; the amount in- 
vested in plant, $10,193,759.—York Age.

avenue will be graded to the width of 60 
feet by removing the Mil to the depth of 10 
inches from 20 feet of the center (to receive 
the pikeing) distributing it over low places. 
The stone foundation will consist of a layer 
of rough atone Irom 6 to 10 inches, placed 
by hand on the thickest edge ; the crevices 
to be filled with small stones driven in with 
the hammer, and the points knocked off. 
This foundation is to be covered to a depth 
of four inches with crushed stone 1} inches 
in diameter, and this surface is to be cover- 
ed to the depth of one inch with stone 
screenings one inch in diameter, which is to 
be thoroughly rolled, with a roller weighing 
at least three tons, and to be repeatedly 
watered during the rolling.

last Week's Storm. 


New York, April 11.—Twenty men lost 


their lives in tbe early morpmg's storm to- 
day. Twelve of these perished on a schoon. 
er that was wrecked almost under the rays 
of the twin lights of tbe Highlands of Naves- 
ink, New Jersey beach. The remainder 
were washed ashore from tbe dock of another 
schooner that took in the sands oi Squam 
beach shortly after midnight. The wrecked 
vessels are the Kate Markee and the Albert 
W. Smith. 


Lancaster, April 11.—Yesterday's and to- 


day's snow storm is the worst o< the season, 
about eighteen Inches of snow having fallen. 
Electric lights, trolley, fire alarm, telephone 
and telegraph wires are all down and in an 
inextricable tangle, and reports of horses be- 
ing shocked by tramping on tbe prostrated 
wires are numerous. A man who attempted 
to assist a horse this morning received a 
shock which rendered him unconscious. 


Milford, Del., April 11.—The storm ia 


abating here, bnt much damage has been 
done along the lower bay shore. The water 
came over the bank at Cedar Beach at 
o'clock last night like a tidal wave. The 
sturgeon fishermen suffered severely. Six 
boats were sunk at their moorings and nine 
more carried a mile inland and landed in 
wheat-fields and peach orchards. 


Seabright, N. J. April ll.-Thestorm was 


tbe worst in eleven yeare. Three thousand 
feet of the New Jersey Southern Railroad 
between this place and Highland Beach was 
washed ont. 
The waves were so strong 


that the iron rails were twistsd out of shape. 
Tbe sand has been washed over the tracks 
for nearly a half mile. 


Reading, April 11.— The snow which set 


in here yesterday continued until noon to- 
day. All railroad traffic is delayed. 
In 


this section the snow ie twelve to fourteen 
inches deep. 
AH roads are badly drifted 


and many thoroughfares are closed entirely. 
On Broad Mountain tbe snow is twenty-five 
inches deep. It is the heaviest April snow 
itorm known fir fifiy years. 


Williamsport, April 11. — It has been 


snowing here steadily since 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning and the lall continues this 
afternoon. 
There are now tweoty-seven 


inches of snow on the t;ronod, aud the des- 
traction of electric light and telegraph wires 
is the moat disastrous of tbe season. 


Cspe May, April 11.—The storm caused 


considerable damage. One thousand feet of 
tbe trollpy road was washed out aud tbe 
roadbed leveled to the beach. Four wash- 
outs occurred on the Mount Vernon track 
damaging the bonrd walk and beach drive 
to the amount of $2000.

er, laden with ice, ran ashore while trying 
to enter tbe Great Eiiij Harbor Inlet last 
evening. The cargo wi'l bave to be dis- 
charged bft'jre she can be floated.

BoUtion of Crops. 


Com. oats and wheat is a good rota- 
tion. Generally toe next crop after 
wheat should be grass, with clover to 
follow the oats, following the clover 
with wheat. One of the best systems 
advocated is to plant to corn; next 
spring sow to oats with clover; harvest 
the oats; next year cat the clover for 
hay and then plow up and sow to wheat. 
Either when sowing the wheat or very 
early next spring sow to grass; cut two 
crops of grass and theu plow up and 
plant to corn again. 


We publish the above as being some- 


thing comparatively new to the farmers 
of our county. Will clover set well 
with oats 'i Even though this is a good 
plan, as far as clover is concerned, how 
about getting a set ol timothy? We 
hare understood that there is no system 
by which to grow grass as well as with 
wheat by reason of protection to the seed 
and by reason of the fact, also, that tim- 
othy being sown in the fall gets a better 
set than by being sown in the spring 


We would be glad to learn from any 


of ourfriendi, who have had experience, 
something as to the effect of this plan.

The cheapness and plentiful supply of 


oranges accentuates the need for their 
use. 
Every housekeeper should see 


that they are a part of the menu of at 
least one meal every day. They are 
better than any sort of drug tonic which 
the coming of spring suggests to many 
persons, and will do away with the 
necessity for such a thing. It should be 
understood, however, that the only 
rational and healthful way to eat 
oranges is to cut them across the grain 
and scoop out the juice and fine pulp. 
The tough fibre is not good, is harmful, 
indeed, to many digestions. It is the 
eating of this which makes some mothers 
curtail their children's allowance of or- 
anges, and these and other mothers 
complain that children won't eat them 
the proper way. They will if teaching 
is persevered in. Two or three oranges 
at breakfast to the woman or man who 
is convinced that coffee hurts her or 
him will be found one of the most re- 
liable and satisfactory substitutes for 
that drink. They quench the thirst 
which craves the coffee, and seem also 
to afford in some a relief to the lassitude 
which seeks the stimnlent of Mocha to 
counteract it.

The Earthworm's Uses. 


"The earthworm performs a very im- 


portant part in the economy of nature," 
said Professor Ernest Parker, of Nash- 
ville. "This little creature is the worst 
despised of all animal life, but from 
discoveries of mj own, after long and 
patient investigation, he has gained my 
respect, and I want to extend to him 
assurances of my most distinguished 
consideration. I have found out that 
but for the earthworm's indefatigable 
toil vary little oi vegetation would grow 
except by irrigation. He is the greatest 
producer of moisture and beat in the 
world. 


"He does more than the plowshare to 


disturb the latent heat and moisture of 
the earth and bring them to the top soil 
to vitalize and invigorate the struggling 
roots of the grasses, grains and other 
forms of vegetation. But for him great 
stretches of the Western agricultureai 
lands would become vast deserts. There- 
fore, all hail to the earthworn and bad 
Inck to the man who thiuks he is fit 
only for fish bait!"—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


Farm, Garden and Home. 


THE mule is a much better animal- 


than the horse for some purposes. The 
feet of the mule do not become as easily 
injured as those of the horse. Mules 
are also less liable to disease, will eat 
a greater variety of coarse food, and can 
be worked in closer rows than horses. 


A noRSEMAN says that horses over 


12 years old often suffer from toothache, 
which prevents mastication and causes 
poor condition. Every horse should be 
examined annually fcy a veterinary den- 
tist.

BUILD up the frame of the young ani- 


mal, so as to secure size before attempt- 
ing to fatten it. Tat is an encumbrance 
to growing animals. When they reach 
maturity is the time to fatten them. 


SEED corn is the most important mat- 


ter to consider in connection with the 
corn crop. Jf there is anything that 
causes a farmer to become despondent 
is to be compelled to replant his Held, 
as he will lose valuable time early in 
the season in the growth of his corn. 
Much of this annoyance may be avoided 
by being sure of good seed. Another 
point in planting is to use plenty of 
seed. It is much easier, and more satis- 
factory, to pull out the surplus plants, 
than to be compelled to replant where 
the seed failed to germinate. 


THE harrow will be found a great 


benefit to wheat as soon as it can be 
used. All crops that are harrowed well 
before the plants are too large will also 
be benefited. The smoothing harrow 
will not pull up wheat or young corn. 


THE coat of the seed is an objection 


to the use of whole potatoes for that 
purpose, but cutting the seed should be 
done with the object of allowing as large 
pieces as possible. The young plants 
derive their first nourishment from the 
seed pieces, and their future depends 
somewhat on the amount of food pro- 
vided at the start.

Heroic 
remedies must be resorted to. 


To make furniture .polish, shave very 


fine three ounces of white wax and add 
to it a gill of turpentine; let it stand 


__ 
for twenty-four hours, tben cut into 


faces, dull eyes and shavings half an-ounce of hard soap and 
" " " " ' ' 
boil it in a gill of water, and add there- 
to the »ax and turpentine. If the fur- 
niture is very dirty let it be cleaned 
with a little paraffine before applying 
the polish, as this will materially lighten 
the labor. Or, take of linseed oil one 
gill and a half; turpentine, one gill; 
ground loaf sugar, one teaspoonfnl. 
Shake we'l together, rub it on the fur- 
niture with a piece of flannal, and polish 
with a soft cloth. 


OIL cloth may be improved in appear- 


ance by rubbing it with a mixture of a 
half ounce of beeswax in a saucerful of 
turpentine. Set this in a warm place 
until it can be thoroughly mixed. 
Apply with a flannel cloth and then rub 
with a dry flannel. 


A YOTJNQ woman noted for her deli- 


cate farina moulds gives this receipt: To 
one quart of milk add four teaspoonfuls 
of farina and a pinch of sugar. Boil in 
a double boiler until slightly thickened, 
and immediately upon taking from the 
stove atir in the stiffly-beaten whites of 
three eggs, after which mould. 


POULTRY .—On the farm, as a rule, it 


is better to have the medium sized 
breeds of chickens—not the largest or 
smallest, if they are to look after them- 
selves mostly. They are more active 
and robust. The Plymouth Bock and 
Langshan are the best for general pur- 
poses. The latter is, without question, 
among the best of winter layers, and is, 
at the same time, of good size and an 
excellent table foul. The Plymouth 
Rock is liked by farmers because of its 
hardiness, but there is a question as to 
laying in the winter with the Langshan. 


THE FROZEN FRTJIT BUDS.—Pub- 


lished accounts, both east and west, 
state that the peach crop generally was 
destroyed by the late intense cold near 
the latter part of March. The destruc- 
tion of the grape crop is said to be im- 
mense. But these reports are all gen- 
eral, and few appear to be the result of 
detailed examination. In some locali- 
ties, where the thermometer did not go 
below 83, nearly all the fruit buds of 
the peach are dead, but there are still 
enough remaining uninjured to give a 
moderate crop if nothing further befalls 
them. With trees in ordinary condi- 
tion, commonly 123 below zero is re- 
quired to kill the peach crop, but in the 
present instance the warm weather of 
early winter swelled most of the buds 
to four times the usual size, and render- 
ed them easily killed. It would be well 
for interested orchardists to examine, 
say a thousand buds, and see what per 
cent, remain uninjured. In the case of 
grapes, very severe weather destroys 
the vines.—Country Gentleman. 


WHAT SALT WILL Do.—Salt is most 


excellent for cleansing the teeth. It 
hardens the gums and sweetens the 
breath. One of the most effective rem- 
edies known for a sick headache is to 
place a pinch of salt on the tongue and 
allow it to dissolve slowly. In about 
ten minutes it may be followed by a 
drink of water. There is nothing better 
for tired and weary eyes than to bathe 
them in a strong solution of salt and 
water applied as hot as it can be borne. 
A salt bag is the best local application 
in cases of acute neuralgia. Heat the 
bag in the stove oven and lay on the 
part affected.

any kind. 


Wherever it {3 done, either by hand or 
machinery, the seed is pretty sore to be 
planted too deep. A slight covering, 
well packed down over tbe seed, is bet- 
ter than depending on the amount of 
soil above it to pack it. In tbe spring 
time especially, planting should be shal- 
low, because now the melting snows 
and the freeing of the surface soil in 
winter hare left it so moist that a very 
little covering of earth is sufficient. 
With very small seeds, sowing on the 
surface is all that is required. The rains 
will wash all the soil over them that 
is needed.

Theatre Horror in Milwaukee. 


SINE FIEEMBN KILLED BY THB COLLAPSE 


OF IHK BOOK. 


Milwaukee, April 9.—Nine firemen are 


dead, six ate seriously injured and Milwau- 
kee's leading theatre, tbe Davidson, ia in 
rnins, the resnlt ol a fire which myaterionaly 
starled in the roof of tbe bnilding at. 4 20 
o'clock this morning. Tbe loss on the inild- 
UK, scenery and eqnipmeute ot the lilipn- 
tian Company aggregates $300,000, on which 
there iaan insurance of $88,000, if which 
$10 000 is carried by Kosenfeld Brothers, 
ownars ot the Liiipntiana. Their loss will 
be $75 000. 


Twenty firemen were upon the roof of the 


bnilding working nodw the direction of tbe 
chieis, and it waa thought that the blaze was 
under control, when the roof seemed to 
bnlge under their feet and in a moment 
every man waa pitched into the auditorium 
of the theatre, some falling into the parqnette 
and others upon the balconies. Deeds of 
heroism were nnmerooa, as naaal nnder 
anch circumstances.
